Republican Congressman William 
S. Cohen made a campaign: appear- 
ance in Bethel Monday in Bingham 
Hall at Gould Academy beforé 
townspeople, students and faculty. 

Cohen, who is seeking re-clection 
fo a second term, spoke informally 
about a variety of issues but was 
questioned primarily about the 
Watergate issue and. his role as -a 
member of the House Judiciary 
Commitice. 

“I don’t like to pass judgement on 
another human being,” Cohen said, 
“but I feel that the Judiciary Com- 
mittee hearings demonstrated some- 
thing strong about our country. It 
was a tremendous testimony to the 
Constitution and the concept of the 
orderly transfer of power. The en- 
tire matter proved that no one 
standg above the law." 

Asked about his views concerning 
President Gerald Ford’s recent 
pardon of Richard Nixon, Cohen 
said it was “premature,” 

“The pardon creates a problem 
in the upcoming trials of former 
presidential aides John Erlichman, 
H.R. Haldeman and tormer* At- 
torney General John Mitchell,” Co 
hen sald, “A fury will have difficul- 
ty convicting subordinates who were 
obeying orders of the chief exec- 
utiye,"” 

Corn went on to say that he did 
nok want to ste the former presl 
dent persecuted, "YT don't think that 
we could impose any more exquisite 
punishment on. Mr, Nixon than the 
one he hag suffered from the loss 
of his office,’ he said. 

In a discussion of economic Issues 
and Inflation, Cohen called for re- 
duced federal spending. increased 
production ond limitation of ex 
ports of raw materials vital to In- 
dustry at home. He cited the prob- 
Jems of Maine's shoe industry a4 
an example of export, which must 
be limited in order to protect the 
American worker and consumer.
